The pilo t juniix 'd o ut two -thirds o f the way do wn and 
flo ated do wn by a separate parachute. Bo th plane and 
pilo t landed safely . 
The parachute that bro ught the plane do wn was 
6 4 feet in diameter. Its success in bringing a plane 
do wn slo wly to an easy landing po ints to the dev elo p­ 
ment o f parachutes big eno ugh and stro ng eno ugh to 
lo wer co mmercial passenger plant's to safe landings. 
That wo uld make fly ing ev en safer than it is to day .

Peo ple in slum araas pay mo re fo r what they buy 
than tho se in betto r neighlio rhtx x is. 
This has lo ng been a co mplaint o f the jx x ir. 
No w the co mmissio ner o f labo r statistics, Arthur 
M. Ro ss, has co nflnno d it in the No v . 13 issue o f U.S. 
News & Wo rld Repo rt. 
He had staff members co mpare prices o f fo o d, rents 
and o ther items Ix dween lo w-inco me and high-inco me 
areas in six co mmunities. 
Fo o d prices were definitely higher, apparently be­ 
cause there are less siqx rmarkets and large indep'n- 
dent sto i^es in po v erty areas. These sto res usually 
hav e lo wer prices than the co rner gro cery sto re's in 
jo o r neighbo rho o ds. 
A New Yo rk City surv ey , fo r ex ample, fo und the 
po o r pay ing as much as 15 jxm* cent mo re fo r fo o d 
than tho se in middle-ineo me areas. 
Price do esn't tell the who le sto ry . Sto res in the 
slums, acco rding to Ro ss, are apt to hav e po o rer qual­ 
ity fo o d and less serv ices. 
The Buiv au o f Labo r Statistics also fo und signifi­ 
cant differences in iv nt. Slum dwellers get less in 
terms o f space and o ther facilities fo r the mo ney spent. 
As fo r o ther go o ds and serv ices, results v ary . 
Washing machines and telev isio n sets seem to co st 
mo re in lo w-ineo me am is, clo thing o r dings prices are 
abo ut the same, and so me seiv ices like haircuts are 
less. 
Altho ugh the U.S. study did no t find this, o ther 
priv ate surv ey s claim the po o r are also taken adv an­ 
tage o f by sto res which raise prices at the time o f

W ASHINGTON — Could 
history 
repent 
itself? 
At­ 
tem pts 
this 
week 
in 
the 
House of Representatives to 
try to Kive local city m a­ 
chines control of 
the dis­ 
bursem ent of federal grants 
bear a strange resemblance 
to the way politics paid off in 
the presidential election of 
1936. 
In 
that 
year, 
nine 
counties 
w i t h 
the 
high­ 
est 
“relief” 
appropriations 
throughout tlie country con­ 
tributed 
m a j o r i t i e s 
big 
enough to swing the electroai 
votes of nine of the biggest 
states. These, together with 
only one-half of the "Solid 
South," 
provided 
the mini­ 
mum necessary to elect FDR 
as I'resident. 
The controversy going on 
now in the House concerns 
a basic question- -how shall 
the welfare programs be ad­ 
m inistered, 
and 
what 
part 
shall 
the 
city and 
county 
governm ents 
play 
in 
the 
spending of 
vast 
sums of 
federal money? 
Many 
Republicans 
have 
been 
endeavoring 
to 
give 
com m unity organizations au­ 
thority to byi>ass the local 
governm ents and deal direct­ 
ly 
with 
federal 
agencies. 
But the IV m ocrats have been 
supporting a different proce­ 
dure 
- namely, 
one 
that 
would m ak e it possible for 
the local g tvernnients or po­ 
litical machines 
to have a 
big voice in how the money 
is spent. 
An idea of w hat’s at stak e 
politically 
can 
lx' 
gleaned 
from the fact 
that 
federal 
grants-in-aid in 1950 am ount­ 
ed to only 2.5 billion dollars, 


while currently such 
Appro ­ 
priations are running at an 
annual rate of 17 billion dol­ 
lars. 
Much 
of 
this 
money 
is 
spent locally. Hence, from a 
political standpoint, it is im­ 
portant 
for leaders 
in the 
m ajor cities 
where the larg­ 
est portion of the funds is 
dl&hursed—to have a voice 
in, if not control of, the dis­ 
tribution. 
In 
recent years, 
there has been criticism be­ 
cause of the tendency of the 
federal 
government 
to 
by­ 
pass the state governments 
and deal with the municipal 
or county authorities. State 
governments have been ex­ 
pressing opposition to these 
procedures. 
It 
has been pointed out 
that, during the last five ses­ 
sions of Congress, more than 
50 federal 
laws have been 
passed creating more 
than 
100 separate program s which 
deal w ith various manpower 
problems 
and 
the develop­ 
ment of human resources. 
In 
the federal governm ent the 
ros|x>nsihility has been divid­ 
ed among five different cab­ 
inet officers. The states claim 
that the results are ineffici­ 
ency, duplication, overlapping 
and delay. 
The problem is 
made more complex when the 
state 
governm ents 
find 
it 
necessary to "m atch" federal 
funds and yet cannot exercise 
authority over just how each 
project shall be operated. 
The controversy is not lik e­ 
ly to be settled altogether by 
what 
the House of Repre­ 
sentatives dot's, because the 
sam e issues will arise in the 
senate when it is confronted 
w ith the action expected to 


be tak en this week by the 
lower house. 
Some of the projects—such 
as those dealing with poverty 
and air and w ater pollution— 
are, it is argued, only practi­ 
cable when handled by the 
Jederal governm ent without 
regard to established lines of 
jurisdiction. 
It 
is 
obvious 
that if politics had nothing to 
do with these appropriations, 
and particularly the adminis­ 
trative 
m achinery, 
t he r e 
would be greater efficiency, 
and perhaps large sums of 
money could be saved. But as 
long as politics is a way of 
life 
in America, 
the 
local 
leaders and machines w ant to 
see 
their 
particular 
areas 
treated generously with pub­ 
lic funds, as this can play an 
influential part in the out­ 
come of future elections. 
W ith the presidential cam ­ 
paign only a year away, it is 
natural for members of con­ 
gress to find themselves un­ 
tier pressure from local poli­ 
ticians who w ant to have the 
city hall or the county court 
house exercise the dom inant 
and controlling role in 
the 
handling 
of 
federal 
funds. 
N either party is united on the 
question because a variety of 
influences are exerted back 
home not only by state offi­ 
cials but by local govern­ 
ments. 
In the back ground, how’- 
ever, is the potential impact 
of federal funds on the 1968 
presidential and congressional 
elections. Ever since the days 
of 
the 
first 
"pork -barrel” 
project, the spending of fed­ 
eral money usually has had a 
definite relationship to vote- 
getting. 


WASHINGTON — Today 
(Nov. 17) the Pan American 
Union, now better k nown a* 
the Organization of American 
States, elects the man who 
will pilot it for the next ten 
years. 
This is the most im­ 
portant international job in 
t he 
W estern 
Hemisphere, 
comparable to U Thant's job 
as Secretary General of the 
United Nations, 
Unfortunately, the job has 
been subject to a lot of petty 
politics in the past. 
Person­ 
alities have been put ahead of 
public welfare. There has also 
been suspicion that the U nit­ 
ed States wanted to dominate 
the OAS. 
This time, however, the 20 
Pan American republics have 
a chance to put one of the top 
leaders of the hemisphere in 
the post of Secretary General. 
He is Galo Plaza, ex-Presi- 
dont of Ecuador, and the man 
who has work ed for the U nit­ 
ed Nations in handling the 
crisis in I^banon when Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
l a n d e d 
troops, the Cyprus crisis over 
which the Greek s and Turk s 
cam e close to war, and the 
Congo crisis when the U.N. 
sent in a police force. Galo 
Plaza has 
also 
undertak en 
an im portant mission to H aiti 
to try to head off the explo- 
son in that unhappy country 
certain to come when Presi­ 
dent Duvalier exits. 
Last year. Drew Pearson, 
who has spent part of his 
newspaper career specializing 
in 
Latin 
American 
affairs, 
flowr to Ecuador, talk ed to ex- 
President Plaza, urged him to 
become a candidate for Secre­ 
tary General of 
the OAS. 
Plaza was reluctant. He con­ 
sidered it im portant to re­ 
main in Quito to help restore 
Ecuadorian 
democracy 
and 
stability. 
R eturning to W ashington, 
Pearson urged the State De­ 
partm ent 
and 
other 
Pan 
American diplomats to back 
Galo Plaza as the best m an 
to pilot the OAS. 
Ambassa- 
dol Sol Linowitz, the dynamic 
Xerox executive whom LBJ 
persuaded to become U.S. am ­ 
bassador to the OAS, readily 


concurred. So did some other 
diplomats, though many are 
pledged to vote for their own 
favorite son on the first bal­ 
lot. 
Plaza's chief handicap is 
that he was born in New 
York and is considered the 
State 
D epartm ent’s 
candi­ 
date W hat most people don't 
k now is that it is an enter­ 
prising American newspaper­ 
man, rather than the State 
Departm ent, 
who is 
really 
promoting him. 
The showdown comes to­ 
day. It will be interesting to 
see w hether personal politics 
or Pan 
American progress 
wins out in steering the fu­ 
ture cciirse of the W estern 
Hemisphere. 
Ex -Bachelo r Senato r’s Wife 
Sen. 
W arren 
Magnuson, 
is famous for being both a 
crusader for 
the consumer 
and a groat persuader. He 
doesn't orate. But he does 
persuade 
his 
colleagues 
to 
line up behind his bills. Ilis 
displeasure with a Commerce 
Committee vote on a smok ­ 
ing m easure caused winning 
opponents to w ithdraw and 
compromise

terms. 
Opponents of auto safety also 
w ithdrew before his mingled 
persuasion and u’rath. 
Long a bachelor, Magnuson

Kno cking Out China? 
It probably won’t be adm it­ 
ted officially, but'<the Joint 
Chiefs have just completed 


a new set of plans for k nock ­ 
ing out the Chinese nuclear 
work s deep in the interior.

contin­ 
gency plans, of course, which 
would 
not be used 
unless 
t he 
Chinese 
a tack ed 
the 
United States first. 
The plans were formulated 
after it became k now last 
sum m er that China had de­ 
veloped limited missiles. In 
September, 
therefore, 
high- 
rank ing 
officers 
from

Joint Chiefs’ technical staff 
traveled to the Far East on 
a secret mission to assemble 
the 
latest 
intelligence 
on 
China’s nuclear complex and 
its vulnerability. From this 
information, the plans for a t­

have 
now 
been 
up­ 
dated. 
It Is no particular secret 
that China could be easily 
k nock ed out of the nuclear 
race in case of open w arfare 
between the two countries. 
No doubt this has had a pow­ 
erful 
restraining 
influence 
upon Red 
Chinese leaders. 
They 
have 
issued 
public 
taunts that Uncle Sam is a 
paper tiger, but nevertheless 
have tak en care not to twist 
the tiger's tail. 
However, the behavior of 
Mao Tse-tung is unpredict­ 
able. He 
appears to have 
tum eo China at times into 
a 
massive 
lunatic 
asylum 
which has caused Pentagon 
planners to wonder w hether 
the Chinese might tak e a 
foolish, 
suicidal, 
m ilitary 
gamble. 
As a result, Secretary of 
Defen.se M cNamara ordered 
construction 
of 
a 
limited 
anti-hallistic missiles system, 
which could k nock down the 
intn-continental missiles the 
Chinese are expected to de­ 
velop in the 1970s. In addi­ 
tion the Joint Chiefs pre­ 
pared plans for a possible, ir­ 
rational Chinese move which

before

1970s. 
Most authorities don’t ex­ 
pect such a move. But the 
Pentagon’s policy is to hope 
for the best and prepare for 
the w orst. 
Resnick Will Giv e New

law is going to get a brisk 
w ork out from the Democrats 
in next year s U. S. Senate 
derby. 
One Dem ocrat already has 
declared himself a candidate 
for his party’s nomination—• 
to oppose Republican Jacob 
K. Javits.—and at least two 
more are expected to jum p 
in. 
Under the old system, they 
would have to fight it out at 
a state convention, lining up 
delegates or party bosses who 
o ntro l delegates, and that 
would bo that. 
But, under the new law’, 
every hopeful can tak e his 
case directly to the enrolled 
voters of his party in a state­ 
wide prim ary election. 
Politicians 
who 
opposed 
dumping 
the 
hallowed 
old 
convention 
system 
argued 
that the direct-prim ary plan 
would give an advantage to 
w ealthy men—those w ith the 
personal resources to finance 
lavish campaigns. 
Good Test for Law 
As it is tak ing shape, next 
year's 
Dem ocratic 
contest 
could provide a good test of 
that argum ent. 


U. S. Rep. Joseph Y. Res­ 
nick . the first to declare his 
candidacy, 
is 
a 
self-made 
millionaire who hasn’t been 
bashful about spending mon­ 
ey in two ra^jde-dazzle con­ 
gressional campaigns. 
A t this stage. Resnick ’s op­ 
position is 
most lik ely 
to 
come from New York ’s for­ 
m er Mayor Robert F. W ag­ 
ner and from Morris Abram, 
a New York lawyer being 
touted as a potential political 
star 
Neither W agner nor Abram 
could be described as impov­ 
erished, hut neither has Res­ 
nick ’s k ind of money. 
They 
would have to have outside 
help to finance m ajor cam ­ 
paigns, with lots of TV and 
all the trim m ings. 
The same would be true, to 
an even greater degree, of 
such other oft mentioned hope­ 
fuls as U. S. Reps. Samuel S. 
Stratton of Amsterdam and 
Otis G. Pik e of Riverhead, 
Long Island. 
Here’s how the 
new law will work ; 
— Sometime between March 
26 and April 2, the political 
parties’ state committees will 
m eet to nominate candidates 
for the Senate, by a simple 
m ajority vote. 
—Any runner-up who polls 
at least 25 per cent of the com­ 
m ittee vote m ay be listed au­ 


tom atically on the prim ary 
election ballot, if he chooses. 
—Other candidates may ob­ 
tain a place on the prim ary 
ballot by collecting the signa­ 
tures of at least 10,000 party 
m em bers on a nominating pe­ 
tition. 
They must have at 
least 50 signatures from each 
of 49 counties—any 49 coun­ 
ties. 
Prim ary June 1& 
The prim ary election itself 
is held on the third Tuesday 
in June, this year on June 18. 
There 
is 
a 
possibility, 
of 
course, that various hopefuls 
for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion will agree to abide by the 
com m ittee’s 
decision, 
thus 
avoiding a divisive prim ary 
fight. 
But that’s unlik ely, in 
view of the party’s continuing 
history of internal warfare. 
As for Javits, he, too, must 
face the prospect of a prim ary 
challenge. No contestant has 
emerged 
yet, 
but 
there's 
plenty of time. 
Under the old convention 
system, Javits surely could 
have won renomination hands 
down. 
No rivals need have 
bothered to apply. 
But the new law presents a 
tempting 
opportunity 
for 
would-be rivals with a will— 
and the m eans—to mak e a 
fight of it.

tired Kamik aze pilots who own 
taxicabs. It is as modern as a 
mini sk irt and as old fashioned 
as 
a 
k imono 
and 
wooden 
clogs. 
We are at the Ok ura. Our 
room is 328. on the third floor. 
To reach the lobby, we tak e 
the elevator “ up" to the fifth 
floor. Spok en Japanese sounds 
lik e a child spinning an old 
phonograph record too fast. 
The Japanese love pinball m a­ 
chines, which they call puch- 
ink o, and they are mad about 
baseball. 
The Japanese are building 
the world's largest oil tank ers. 
225.000 tons, 
they 
have the 
longest 
overhead 
monorail 
railroad, and they are now 
running a train called “ Hi- 
k ari 
t Beam of Light) that hits 
160 miles an hour between 
here and 
Kioto, 
300 
miles 
away 
The 
college 
students 
are 
mannerly, 
but 
leftist. 
They 
despise the Sato G overnm ent’s 
friendship 
with 
the 
United 
States, and they stage parades 
demanding that we get out of 
Vietnam. The boys m arry at 
age 27; the girls at 24. If a 
girl wants to be a real Ja pa ­ 
nese wife, she plays the role 
of faionle slave, getting on 


her k nees and removing his 
shoes at the door, 
mak ing 
jolly rem ark s while cook ing 
the dinner, and never daring 
to ask where the hell he was 
until 
three 
this 
morning. 
1 tipped a waiter 200 yen 
for 
bringing 
break fast—55 
cents 
and he thank ed me for 
it. When he left, I found it on 
the table. English is a re ­ 
quired subject in high school, 
and Tok yo alone boasts five 
English language dailies, the 
most newsworthy of which is 
Yomiuri.

yet the average head of a 
family earns $140 a month. He 
has a TV set. a washing m a­ 
chine.

Before World War 
II, most Japanese were short, 
energetic people. Since, they 
have altered their diet of rice 
and fish with bread, m eat and 
dairy products. The children 
are now three inches taller 
than their parents. 
This morning, we went to 
see old Japan. 
The Hik ari 
train, 12 aluminum cars, left 
Tok yo at 9:30. At 11:50. it 
stopped in the old capital of 
Kyoto. 342 miles away. There 
was no noise, no jiggling, just 
velour 
seats 
with 
white 
napk in headrests, a cafeteria 
car. and a million rice paddies 
and mountains blurring by the 
windows. 
Kyoto is a sacred city. 
It 
has 1.600 Buddhist temples, 
one of which houses 1,001 
golden statues. In 1945, it was 
listed as a target for the atom 
bomb, but Henry L. Stimson,

bogged 
H arry Trum an to permit the 
city to live in peace. 
He had 
been there once, and had been 
impressed. Kyoto was erased, 
and Hiroshima and Nagasak i

We ate in a restaurant on 
m ats. The tea ceremony is, of 
course, im portant. 
Powdered 
green lea is ladled m to a 


bowl. Boiling w ater is poured 
over it and a bamboo whisk 
stirs it brisk ly. The tea is 
drunk by cradling the little 
cup in the left hand, 
then 
turning it slowly three revo­ 
lutions with the right hand on 
the rim. This is accompanied 
by 
compliments 
about 
the 
cup. The tea should he sipped 
slowly. 
with 
appropriate 
"ahhs.” 
The art of conversation is 
slow, 
m editative, 
and 
de­ 
signed to m ak e the other per­ 
son appear to be stunningly 
interesting. 
In the evening, 
we took the train back to 
Tok yo (300 miles in 170 m in­ 
utest. 
In the capital, almost 
everyone dresses as though 
he had stepped out of Robert 
H all’s or Klein's. 
On 
the 
Nishi-Ginza, which is Times 
Square, the girls are hippie; 
the 
boys 
prowl 
the 
night 
clubs in groups of four and 
six; and neon lights are the 
brightest and most complex 
in t he world. 
There are 1,500 restaurants 
and 1,600 taverns in a small 
area. 
One night club is dim, 
and the floor show is staged 
on a slow elevator. 
If you 
look up in time, you see the 
band go by with the singing 
girls on their way to the up- 
{X'r floors and, it you w atch 
long enough, you’ll see the 
show pass by on the way to 
the lobby. 
The men and women bathe 
together in communal baths; 
the best beef Is fed beer and 
is massaged on the hoof. Pep­ 
per is called k oshoo, which 
figures, and, for a girl to yell 
"stop.” she has to remember 
"Tom atte k udasai,” which is 
much too long and easily for­ 
gotten. 
Japan is also contagious. A 
friend of mine. Davey Jones, 
has 
been 
here 
for 
twelve 
years work ing for Pan-Am eri­ 
can. 
He tells jok es in Jap­ 
anese and smiles apologetical­ 
ly and says to me: "It loses 
something in the translation." 


Percy Ex p ects Bo mb ing Pa use

WASHINGTON.

Sen. Charles H. Percy is con­ 
vinced that another pause in 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
is ahead. 
The 
freshm an 
Republican 
from Illinois has confided to 
friends that he would be very 
surprised if there is not one or 
more pauses in the bombing 
between now and January. 
He 
has not indicated on 
what he bases this predic­ 
tion. but as one of the lead­ 
ing contenders for the 1968 
GOP presidential nomination 
he k eeps in close touch with 
the Vietnam situation. 
There has been speculation 
from other sources that Presi­ 
dent Johnson might order a 
halt in the bombing during 
the Christm as holidays. The 
administration, however, is re­ 
maining close-mouthed about 
its plans while, at the same 
time, some of its k ey spok es- 
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men question the value of 
bombing pauses. 
For 
example, 
U.S. 
Am­ 
bassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunk er, 
back from Saigon for confer­ 
ences with the President, says 
past pauses have not brought 
any 
reciprocity 
from 
the 
enemy. He think s any future 
pause 
should 
depend 
on 
whether or not there were an 
indication it would bring a 
response from Hanoi. 
Percy, on the other hand, 
suggests that the adm inistra­ 
tion might have better suc­ 
cess in getting negotiations 
started if it changed the style 
of its approach when it an­ 
nounced a bombing halt. 
He fells there should be talk 
about what would be negoti­ 
able: what chance the Viet 
Cong would have to advance 
through the political process 
instead of simply being ex­ 
term inated. 
The other side, he says, 
should be made to see that 
negotiations would be to its 
advantage. 
He favors periodic pauses in 
the bombing, particularly be­ 
cause of their effect on world 
opinion. But. to forestall an 
effort by the other side to 
push supplies across the line 
during the pause, he would 
not announce it in advance. 
The senator is stressing the 
need for a negotiated settle­ 
m ent—with the United States 
agreeing to negotiate with the 
Viet Cong—because 
he does 
not believe total victory is 
attainable in the war. 
As he look s ahead to the 
1968 campaign. Percy is con­ 
scious of the problem posed 
on Vietnam policy by Senate 
Minority Leader Everett M. 
Dirk sen. the senior Republi­ 
can from Illinois. Dirk sen is a

There yet iY*mains to lie built 16,400 miles of high­ 


way* of the 41.000-mile federal highway system to lie 
completed in 1972, of which 2,296 miles will traverse 
cities and suburb*. I herr in lies some of the most con­ 


troversial parts of the highway system. 
In the 3,454 mile* through cities and suburbs that 
have already liceu completed, the conelete layers that 
firmed through residential neigtiliorhoods and com­ 
mercial areas have caused so much trouble that the 
Department of Tran*portation is n<m' cautioning 
cities against hasty planning that ignores esthetic, 
social and economic considerations. 
In several cities, homeowners and other interested 
persons are organizing political pressure to reroute 
piYH>os<xi highways through cities and suburbs, or to 
alter them in such a way as to reduce their impact on 
the neighborhood. I‘Lias that would enhance histori­ 
cal, economic, social and visual functions are tieing 
pushed against those of the road builders who may 
disregard local interests. 
Still to tie solved are problems in New York. Cleve­ 
land. Baltimore, Boston-Cambridge and New Orleans 
among others 
In Baltimore, an urban concept team 
was organized not only to screen and decorate roads 
that were assumed to Ie tonically ugly, but to treat 
the expressway as a gieat work of civic art, as the 
Romans did with their aqueducts. It attacks all func­ 
tions of the expressway in the city and suburbs and 
as sikh is highly desirable in solving local problems 
of these expressways.

People in slum areas pay more for what they buy 
than those in better neighborhoods. 
This has long lieen a complaint of the }>ooi\ 
Now the commissioner of lalmr statistics, Arthur 
M. Ross, has confirmed it in the Nov. 13 issue of U.S. 
News & World R«*|K>rt. 
He had staff members compare prices of food, rents 
and other items between low-income and high-income 
areas in six communities. 
Food prices were definitely higher, apparently lo ­ 
calise there aie less supermarkets and large indepen­ 
dent stoics in poverty areas. These stores usually 
have lower prices than the corner grocery Stoll's in 
Joor neighborhoods. 
A New York City survey, for example, found the 
poor paying as much as 15 per cent more for food 
than those in middle-income amis. 
Brice dos^n't tell the whole story. Stoics in the 
slums, according to R o ss. are apt to have poorer qual­ 
ity food and less services. 
The Buivau of Labor Statistics also found signifi­ 
cant differences in rent. Slum dwellers get less in 
terms of space and other facility's for tile money spent. 
As for other goods and sen let's, results vary. 
Washing machines and television sets stem to c o t 
more in low-income areas, clothing or dings prices are 
about the same, and some services like haircuts are 
less. 
Although the U.S. study did not find this, other 
private surveys claim the floor a ie also taken advan­ 
tage of by stores which raise prices at the time of 
of the month when they know' welfare chocks and 
food stamps axe due.

WASHINGTON — Today 
(Nov. 17) the Pan American 
Union, now better known as 
the Organization of American 
States, elects the man who 
will pilot it for the next ten 
years. 
This is the most im­ 
portant international job in 
t h e 
Western 
Hemisphere, 
comparable to U Thant’s job 
as Secretary’ General of the 
United Nations. 
Unfortunately, the job has 
been subject to a lot of petty 
politics in the past. 
Person­ 
alities have been put ahead of 
public welfare. There has also 
been suspicion that the Unit­ 
ed States wanted to dominate 
the OAS. 
This time, however, the 20 
Pan American republics have 
a chance to put one of the top 
leaders of the hemisphere in 
the post of Secretary General. 
Ile is Gain Plaza, ex-Presi- 
dcnt of Ecuador, and the man 
who has worked for the Unit­ 
ed Nations in handling the 
crisis in lebanon when Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
la n d e d 
troops, the Cyprus crisis over 
which the G it A * and Turks 
cam e close to war, and the 
Congo crisis when the U N. 
sent in a police force. Galo 
Plaza 
has 
also 
undertaken 
an important mission to Haiti 
to try to head off the explo- 
son in that unhappy country 
certain to come when Presi­ 
dent Du Valier exits. 
Last year, Drew Pearson, 
who has spent part of his 
newspaper career specializing 
in 
Latin 
American 
affairs, 
flew' to Ecuador, talked to ex- 
President Plaza, urged him to 
become a candidate for Secre­ 
tary 
General of 
the 
OAS. 
Plaza was reluctant. He con­ 
sidered it important to re­ 
main in Quito to help restore 
Ecuadorian 
democracy 
and 
stability. 
Returning to Washington, 
Pearson urged the State De­ 
partment 
and 
other 
Pan 
American diplomats to back 
Galo Plaza as the best man 
to pilot the OAS. 
Ambassa- 
dol Sol Linowitz, the dynamic 
Xerox executive whom LBJ 
persuaded to become U.S. am­ 
bassador to the OAS, readily 


concurred. So did some other 
diplomats, though many are 
pledged to vote for their own 
favorite son on the first bal­ 
lot. 
Plaza’s chief handicap is 
that he was born in New 
York and is considered the 
State 
Department’s 
candi­ 
date. What most people don’t 
know is that it is an enter­ 
prising American newspaper­ 
man, rather than the State 
Department, 
who is 
really 
promoting him. 
The showdown comes to­ 
day. It will be interesting to 
see whether personal politics 
or Pan 
American

wins out in steering the fu­ 
ture course of the Western 
Hemisphere.

in. 
Under the old system, they

But, under the new law’, 
every hopeful can take his 
case directly to the enrolled 
voters of his party in a state­ 
wide prirmry election. 
Politicians

that the direct-primary plan 
would give an advantage to 
wealthy men— those with the 
I'* n od al resources to finance 
lavish campaigns. 
Good Test for Law 
As it is taking shape, next

that argument.
